Menace to Mountains 

I’or a loiiK tilin' the crowd was keid 
in des|ierate siisia'iise for fear lh(> lire 
miaht he eommunieated hy Ilyina 
sjiarks or hy the intense lu'at to the 
hriish on the nciei'hy hillsides, se|iarat- 
ed from Ihe hnildina only hy Ihe width 
of Ihe narrow roadway leadina to the 
(■hnnliill ranch. Workers were sta¬ 
tioned at close intervals over the hill¬ 
side for several hundred feet, armed 
with tools, wet sacks and liueketB of 
water to iiueneh an.v Ineiiiienl hlase.

completed hy Ihe wall of half an hour 
whIU' a eonidhift was heint; found 
which would eonneel a Iwn-lneh hose 
to a lhri'e-(|uarter inch hydrant. While

Slating that in his opinion, (iiiicker 
r,'suits call in' oblaiiie.i toward making 
the mountains north of this city a 
.game preserve, liy asking the state 
legislature for it. ratiier than hy ap- 
idyiiig to t'ongress to make a national 
park of the Sierra .Xbuln- range, ller- 
lii'l't S. (iraves, (hlef of tile I'niled 
.Stales I’.ureaii of loiri'slry. told the 
I’asadi'iia Itoanl of Trade Thiirsdav' 
at its noonday liinclu'oii that there 
wt'i'e so many apjdieations for nation¬ 
al iiarks now liefore eoiigress that it 
would III' iinreasonalde to exia'cl an.v 
di llnile action mi such a re(|Uest be¬ 
fore several years. 

"Then' are a niimher of dllTicullies 
in the wa.\ of liaving your mountains 
made into a national park," he told 
the nu'iiiliers, "and chief of these is 
Hie large niimlK'r of ri'niiesls now Ix'- 
fore congress. I am sure Hint you can 
gel iiuicker results by asking your 
stale ieglslaliiri' to iia.ss a law making 
Hie district a gaiiu' presi'rvi'. It is a

'I'he live or six 
feet of s|>ace across the front of his 
store is easily worth three Hines the 
same amount of s|iace anywhere else 
In his room. 

Let no merchant say he cannot make 
attractive disiilays with his goods. He 
can. The use of a little leisure time oc- | 
caslonally will make iiossible a window j 
disiday w hich w ill get the, eye of every¬ 
one wlin passes. 

Prove Up on Your Goods 
This article is in no sense a criticism 
on the merehandise stocks of local 
merchants, h'or the most part they are 
Identical with goods carried hy city 
competitors, bought fpitn the saiXM 
jobbers and manufacturers. The rea¬ 
son Hiey look so much more attrac¬ 
tive to some people in the city stores 
Is simply in the display.

"These outside towns hav(' got to 
come into Los Angeles or we will kick 
them out of the county.” That frank 
statement was made by one of the Los 
Angeles municipal committee appoint¬ 
ed to educate the p(‘ople of the outside 
towns on th(' desirability of annexa¬ 
tion. He did not say it for publication, 
hut it may he taken as a fair state¬ 
ment of the attitude of at least a luirt 
of that committee. It Is well that the 
rest of the county may know what to 
expect. Aqueduct water is to he the 
btiil used to coax the outside territory 
to add their assessment rolls to the 
cause of increasing the bonding alillity 
of Los Angeles. "Annexed territory 
should hear its proportionate share ot 
the a(|ueduct. p'lwer and harbor bonds," 
is one of the propositions formulated 
hy the same committee as a basis for 
annexation. That is fair enough, per¬ 
haps, for the communities which need 
the water and are near enough to get 


paper that will he tilled with matter 
belittling this city as an independent 
municipality and striving lu every line 
to induce intelligent clti'/.ens to sell 
their birthright for a mess of pottage.”

Sh(' spent 
LlaO.OOh for a sewer system, and con¬ 
nected with th(- Los Angeles sewer to 
the occ'iin, and now Ilnds th.at the Isis 
Angeles sewer will soon he cut off 
from emptying into the ocean, and Hol¬ 
lywood will have to issue more bonds 
to help the big city to build a mam¬ 
moth .sewer farm somewhere. Iiy go¬ 
ing into the city Ilollywoial gained 
absolutely no advantages, and has to 
help carry the Iv>s .Yngeles city debt 
hesid(>s.

With tile ininiinent danger of a lirush 
lire ladiig started on tlie mountain side 
many (icople watciied anxiously for 
liours .Monday night. Next to the lack 
of lire iirotectlon for buildings iiroli- 
aldy the thing that was mipermost in 
the minds of everyone was the uiipro- 
teeted slate of the iiiouiilains imme¬ 
diately above Sierra .Madre. If the 
names had once gained lieadvvay in 
the brush it is doubtful if they could 
ha\e been sloiiped before reacliinf the 
toil of tlie ridge, and the denuding of 
tlie watershed from whicli tlie local 
water suiiply comes might easily liiive 
resulted. As is always tlie case after 
a calamity for a thorough scare, many 
peoiile come forward w itli remedies. 
In the present instance tlie most com¬ 
mon suggestion is a firetireak connect¬ 
ing witli tlie SturtevaiU Trail and 
rcai liing westerly from the Churctiill 
rancii close alting the foot of the steeti 
sioties and over tin* toi>s of the low 
tootliills wliicli extend down to Carter 
av(*nu(*. In addition to this are sug¬ 
gested "tire lines” or narrow paths 
tlirongh the tirush reaching to all iiarts 
of the iicarliy mountains to give fire 
tiglUers access to vantage lioints in 
conil>ating lirush tires. The few hun¬ 
dred dollars of expense involved may 
lie regarded as cheap Insurance on the 
city’s inve.stmcnt in a water supply
